What Has Happened in Various Places 
Throughout the Entire World 
Reported in Brief and 
Interesting Items. 

Kiug Edward will visit Dalmatia in 
the spring, when he will meet Arch¬ 
duke Franz Ferdinand and his wife. 

Marquis lto left Tokio for Seoul 
last week to take the post of Japanese 
President-General of Corea. 

By order of Kiug Frederick, the 
funeral of the late King Christian of 
Denmark will take place on February 
18th. 

Thirteen revolutionists were con¬ 
demned by a drumhead court-martial 
and executed iu the Xanodin district, 
near Libau, Russia. 

Prince Paul Metternich, second sou 
of the Prince Metternich who took a 
prominent part in the events which 
led to the fall of Emperor Napoleon 
III, is dead at Vienna. 

Captain Kurmi, who commanded 
the Japanese naval gnus at the siege 
of Port Arthur, has been appointed 
naval attache at the legation of Japan 
in St. Petersburg. 

Governor Pennypacker of Pennsyl¬ 
vania signed the Greater Pittsburg 
bill. It provides for the consolida¬ 
tion of Pittsburg and Allegheny on a 
joint vote of both cities. 

The Emperor of Japan has confer¬ 
red the first-class order of merit on 
General Dauiloff, the Russian com¬ 
missioner in charge of the transfer of 
the Russian prisoners of war. 

Secretary Bonaparte lias signed for¬ 
mal orders dismissing for hazing Mid¬ 
shipman Richard T. Dresaussure of 
South Carolina and Midshipman 
George H. Melvin of lUiuois. 

The Ministry of War of France has 
ordered another Lebaudy dirigible 
balloon for the eastern frontier de¬ 
fenses. Seven weeks is the limit given 
for its construction and delivery. 

Medals for all those who participat¬ 
ed in the war with Japan have been 
ordered by the Russian Government. 
Those who defended Port Arthur are 
singled our for particular distinction. 

Three boys of Meriden, Iowa, sons 
of well-to-do families, were killed by 
an Illinois Central passenger train. 
The dead: John Gill, aged 19; Edgar 
Cosgrove, aged 10; Raymond Quinn, 
aged 15. 

The British bark Mobile Bay, which 
arived at Anpiug, Island of Formosa, 
January 10th from New York, has 
been totally destroyed 'by fire. Her 
crew was landed. The bark had 7000 
cases of kerosene on board. 

Captain Mark Casto, who with his 
crew of six men, rescued lifty-two 
persons from the stranded steamer 
Cherokee recently, received a check 
for $500 from the Clyde Line Steam 
ship Company, the owners of the 
steamer. 

While chatting with a party of 
guests in his residence at Kertch, 
Russia, Chief of Police Javorsky was 
shot and dangerously wounded by a 
terrorist, who fired through an un¬ 
shuttered window. 

Governor Stokes of New Jersey has 
granted Mrs. Antoinette Tolla, the 
Hackensack murderess, a further re¬ 
prieve of sixty days in order to allow 
her counsel to present further evi¬ 
dence for a new trial. 

Jim Cotton, a negro, was shot to 
death on Sunday at Emmaville, Ala., 
by a mob of white men. Cotton was 
accused of having shot at Jim Philips, 
a salesman, who had administered a 
thrashing to him. 

The suit of the city of Cleveland, 
Ohio, to eject various railroads from 
land upon the lake front, valued at 
$15,000,000, was decided agaiust the 
city by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

Fire originated in the match de¬ 
partment of the wholesale grocery 
store of Curry, Tunis & Norwood, at 
Lexington, Ky., and spreading to the 
Lexington Brewery and the Chesa¬ 
peake and Ohio freight depot, caused 
a loss of $150,000. 

A conference of Russian insurance 
men has decided not to pay losses 
sustained on account of agrarian 
movements, riots or armed revolts.

C0UNT BONI SCORNED TO ACCEPT 
CHANGE WHEN PAYING HIS BILLS 

Debts of De Casteflane Amount to About 
Eighteen Million Erancs 

New York.—A special to the Jour- I 
nal from Paris says; Conservative 
estimates place the debts of Count 
Boni de Castellane at 18,000,000 
francs, of which 8,000,000 are said to 
be due jewelers. He is also heavily 
indebted to money lenders. 

As showing his picturesque and 
monumental extravagances and his 
method of “borrowing,” it is related 
that he ordered a fur coat costing 
100,000 francs. When the coat was 
delivered there were 90,000 francs iu 
the pocket. However, this method of 
borrowing from tradespeople is prac- j 
ticed by many Parisian aristocrats. 

A viscomtesse, whose name has been 
mentioned in connection with the 
Count’s, said before the scandal was 
disclosed, and while praising his 
amiability: “Just fancy, Boni dined 
at my home only a few times, and 
now he sends me a pearl necklace 
worth 100,000 francs.” Boni in pay¬ 
ing hills always scorned to accept 1 
change. His generous tips enriched 
scores of lackeys in Paris.

Lava Erom Volcano Cooks Eish. 

Honolulu. — Advices frbm Samoa 
state that the volcanic eruption on 
the island of Savaii has almost ceased, 
although there continues a great lava 
flow through Assures in the side of 
the volcano. The lava has found its 
way by two streams to tho sea, and at 
one place has extended along the 
coast for nearly a quarter of a mile. : 
In running into the sea it heated the 
water to such an extent as to cook 
the eels and small flsli, which the na¬ 
tives caught and eagerly devoured.

Passenger train No. 105, north 
bound, on the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, collided head-on with south- 
i bound freight No. 164 at Straussville, 
Neb. M. A. Anderson, brakeman, of 
Omaha, was killed, and several per¬ 
sons were injured, but none fatally. 
The wreck is said to have resulted 
from a misunderstanding of orders. 

The wiuner of the $25,(XX) prize for 
' correctly naming tho attendance at 
the St. Louis Exposition in 1904 was 
Frank Campbell, a convict in the Ne¬ 
braska State penitentiary, who still 
has one more year to serve for embez¬ 
zlement. The wiuner, however, will 
receive only $12,500, as, fearing that 
he might have difficulty in securing 
the money while imprisoned, he 
agreed to pay a lawyer half of the 
prize in case he was successful in se¬ 
curing it. 

“More American babies” is the 
motto of Mayor Edmund Beall of Al¬ 
ton, Ill., who has announced his can¬ 
didacy for Congress, and his emblem, 
instead of the eagle of his party, is a 
stork.

\ The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Redding called for bids for the con¬ 
struction of a City Hall in compliance 
with the recent bond election. A 
number of citizens have grouped to¬ 
gether and will Hie an injunction to 
pi event the erection of the hall. 

Deputy Fish Commissioner George 
E. Ortman of Marin county swore to 
a complaint before Judge Magee at 
San Rafael, charging David Hearfleld, 
a well-known Sail Francisco business 
man and a resident of San Rafael, 
with permitting his deerhounds to 
run deer out of season. 

The three young children of J. B. 
Cypher, all girls, aged one, three and 
tlvo years, were burned to death in 
their home six miles south of Big 
Timber, Mont. It, appears that their 
father and mother were both absent, 
leaving the little ones alone. When 
the parents returned they found the 
house in ruins. 

John E. Wilkie, chief of the United 
States Secret Service, said that the 
captain of every vessel which has been 
wrecked on the Pacific Coast in the 
last three years has been found to 
have been fraudulently naturalized. 
The Secret Service Bureau is working 
on fraudulent naturalization, princi¬ 
pally in San Francisco and Philadel¬ 
phia, and to some extent in New 
York.

The Corner Of file Pen.

He was commissioner of the board 
of admiralty and held several import¬ 
ant and honorary offices under the new 
government. He was a man whose 
opinion was held In such value by his 
townsmen that to Ids Influence and 
example wns due the loyalty of many 
a citizen of New York.

Storm Makes Ruin of Town. 

Messina.—For three days a terrible 
storm has raged along the Mediterra¬ 
nean coast of Sicily and Italy, us well 
as in the Straits of Messina, and navi¬ 
gation has been almost suspended cx- 
! cept in the case of vessels used in the 
postal service. Galati Mainertiuo, a 
town of [4000 inhabitants near here, 
has been iilmost completely destroyed. 
Sixty houses were swallowed up in 
the sea. At Ramumcco a house fell 
owing to tho violence of the storm, 
killing two persons and fatally injur- * 
ing three. All the fields in the neigh -1 
burliood urc inundated. At Palermo < 
the deluge of rain was mingled with 
a fall of yellow sand. The storm also 
affected the south of Italy, many ves¬ 
sels being wrecked along the coasts. 
The schooners Eugenia and Clemen- 
tiua were lost with all hands. From 
Genoa to Naples navigation is very 
difficult. _

At what depth can a diver carry 
out his functions? IIow long can he 
remain under the surface? What Is 
the effect of high air pressures on the 
human system? One well-known firm 
of submarine engineers limits the 
depth of descent to twenty-five fath¬ 
oms, or, say, 150 feet. But operations 
have been carried out at greater 
depths than this, and perhaps the 
greatest distance below the surface at 
which a diver has succeeded in work¬ 
ing Is thirty-four fathoms, or 204 feet. 
This was accomplished by James 
Hooper, who descended to the ship 
Cape Horn, sunk off Plchidanque, 
South America, nnd sustained a pres¬ 
sure of 88!£ pounds on every square 
Inch of his body. 

Another remarkable feat wns that 
of Alexander Lambert, who recovered 
$350,000 In gold coin from the steam¬ 
ship Alphorfso X1L, sunk off Point 
Gando, Grand Canary, In nearly thirty 
fathoms of water, the actual depth of 
the treasure room being twenty-six 
and two-thirds fathoms, or 100 feet. 
This man also performed the daring 
feat of stopping the flooding of the 
Severn tunnel when a door In the 
drainage tunnel had been left open. 
The door was situated a quarter of a 
mile distant from the shaft, but equip¬ 
ped iu his diving dress he crept that 
distance through a narrow passage full 
of water and closed the door. This 
plucky act enabled the pumps to over¬ 
come the volume of water which wns 
flooding tho working and allowed the 
completion of the tunnel to be carried 
out. 

A further Interesting case of deep 
diving Is that of Angel Erostarbe, who 
succeeded In recovering silver bars 
valued at $45,000 from the steamer 
Skyro, sunk off Cnpe Finlsterre In 
over thirty fathoms. In this case the 
(liver had to blow away portions of 
the vessel with dynamite before he 
could reach the treasure chamber. 
Three dives per diem were frequent 
and as many us five descents were 
made In one day. The maximum pe¬ 
riod under water was twenty minutes. 

The effect of high pressures on the 
constitution Is not found Injurious 
when the work Is curried out under 
ordinary precautions. A French sci¬ 
entist has gone so fur as to clnlm that 
breathing compressed air Is a remedy 
for asthma and emphysema. It Is also 
said to excite digestion, owing to the 
great quantity of oxygen carried Into 
the blood. It bus been found that n 
period of two nours should elapse be¬ 
tween a meal and a descent. In de¬ 
scending the movement should be slow, 
and If the pressure causes pains In the 
head this can be remedied by rising 
gently a few feet, when the descent 
can he recontlnued. In ascending div¬ 
ers are recommended not to exceed a 
speed of two feet a second.—l’all Mall 
Gazette. 

Anxious to Help. 

The struggles of n horso which slip¬ 
ped and fell at Madison street and 
Fifth avenue yesterday attracted the 
usual crowd of curlons onlookers nnx- 
lous to aid the driver In getting the 
animal on Its feet again. Some prof¬ 
fered advice and some rendered active 
assistance In unbuckling the harness. 

“You don't see anything like this in 
London,” said a man not long from 
Englniul, who stood near the outskirts 
of the crowd; “no one takes any In¬ 
terest In a fallen horso there. People 
go on their way with scarcely a pass¬ 
ing glance at the unlucky cab or bus 
horse, leaving the driver to extricate 
himself from his difficulties as best he 
may. Here iu America, In all the 
cities I have visited at least, great ex¬ 
citement prevails when a horse falls, 
and every one seems anxious to help.” 
—Chicago Inter Ocean.

THE JUMEL MANSION. 


ONCE THE SCENE OF REVELRY 
AND MERRYMAKING. 

Where Seores of Celebrities Were 
Entertained, Dined and Wined 
by One of the Moat Fascinating 
Beantlea of Her Time. 

To the people who believe with 
Shakspeare that “all the world’s p. 
stage and all the men and women 
merely players” there Is nothing of 
greater fascination than an old house. 
Here have been enacted the most 
charming comedies and the most pit¬ 
iful tragedies, and ofttlmes, as in the 
case of real actors, breaking hearts 
have been covered by smiles and mirth 
while bright, laughing «y«s have ached 
with unshed tears. 

One of the most Interesting of the 
many historical mansions in this coun¬ 
try Is the brave old Jumel house which 
stands on Washington Heights, In New 
York, and Is known as one of the few 
remaining vestiges of the old-time 
architectural splendor of that city. It 
stands well back from the street and 
commands a lofty and extensive view, 
Its sole barricade now from an In¬ 
quisitive public being a high, luxur¬ 
iant box-hedge. The mansion was 
built In 1758, as a wedding present for 
Mary Phillips, of Philltpsburg Manor, 
Yonkers, who became the wife of Col¬ 
onel Roger Morris. This lady was 
Washington’s first sweetheart and 
when the Continental forces confis¬ 
cated the mansion from Mary Phillips’ 
Tory husband a feeling of sentiment 
stirred the mighty American’s heart 
nnd he took the house as his head¬ 
quarters, to prevent Its destruction. 

When M. Stephen Jumel, a dashing 
Frenchman, who kept a sailors’ find¬ 
ings store on South street and fitted

out privateers for the war In Jamaica 
and San Domingo, married the adven¬ 
turous Betty Bowen, he bought and 
fitted up the mansion with a magnifi¬ 
cent expenditure, calculated to make 
the eyes of the plain old Dutch burgh¬ 
ers start from their heads. Mistress 
Betty had lived, to put It mildly, be¬ 
fore sho met and married the young 
merchant prince. As Betty Bowen, 
the rustic beauty had broken the heart 
and stamped on the pride of many an 
Impressionable Massachusetts beau. 
To her wns born a child which so 
closely resembled George Washington 
that for many years was supposed to 
be his son. In reality. Major Reuben 
Ballou wns the father of Betty Bow¬ 
en’s child. When the baby wns 5 
weeks old tho future hnughy Mme. 
Jumel ran away and left him. She 
came hack several times nfterward to 
claim her little one, but Freelove Bnl- 
lou, wife of the major, although well 
aware of the paternity of the child, 
kept it nnd would not let the mother 
so much as see It. 

Betty wns gloriously lovely, with 
all the enprlclous, puzzling wayward¬ 
ness of a little child—a fascinating rid¬ 
dle who charmed Stephen Jumel nnd 
for years after they were wed kept 
him wondering what she would do 
next. To make his wife happy the 
wealthy Frenchman Imported hang¬ 
ings, furniture nnd wonderful plate 
from Frflnce. The Juraels entertnlned 
lavishly nnd the household affairs 
were conducted on a great scale. Once, 
upon returning from a European trip, 
the madam brought with her quanti¬ 
ties of Napoleonic relics—the dispatch 
box of the little corporal, the trunk he 
carried on his campaigns, Josephine's 
jewels and embroideries and bric-a- 
brac which had been the property of 
Marie Antoinette. 

Many of these valuable souvenirs 
are to-day In the drawing room of 
Mrs. Julius Caryl, of Washington 
Heights, the grand-niece of Mme. Ju¬ 
mel. There Is In this same room n 
full-length life-size portrait of Mme. 
Betty, which wns painted In France 
In the hey-day of her charms. She 
sits In a great carved chair, dressed 
In a robe of embossed blue velvet. 
There are showers of costly lace about 
the shoulders, and lappets of lace fall 
from the chestnut hair, carefully band¬ 
ed and curled In the fashion of those 
dnys. The face of Mme. Betty is full 
of fire and fascination. The eyes are 
lustrous nnd of sapphire hue, the ex¬ 
pression one of winsome pride and 
complacent disdain. 

The Jumel mansion Is packed with 
history, romance nnd thrilling mystery. 
There are dark and blood-curdling se¬ 
cret passages and cupboards and of 
course there Is a ghost chamber and n 
ghost who walks nnd walls In the most 
approved fashion. 

In the great banqueting hall every 
nook and corner tells a tale. In this 
sumptuous room stood the table which 
madam never permitted to bo dis¬ 
turbed after one of those famons mid¬ 
night New Year’s feasts. After the 
eating and drinking, the songs and 
toasts and banter were done the table 
stood with Its empty bottles and 
crushed flowers Just ss it was left 
when the last gay reveler with a toast 


to the fair hostess on his Ups reeled 
from Its side. The doors were closed 
until the dawning of the next New 
Year’s feast when the debris was re¬ 
moved and the table freshly spread. 
Near the narrow door stood a hug? 
carved buffet. It Is said that when 
Jerome Bonaparte, that Interesting 
royal lover and husband of Elizabeth 
Patterson, dined with Mme. Betty they 
came arm In arm to this comer and 
paused. The gallant brother of the 
mighty Napoleon bowed and motioned 
madam to lead the way. That lady, 
ever mindful of what was fit and prop¬ 
er, would not take precedence of a 
prince and so both, handsome French¬ 
man and blushing American, stood 
bowing and curtesytng over and over. 
It Is not known how the matter was 
settled, but next day Mme. Betty or¬ 
dered a second and larger door cut 
through the passageway to avoid fur¬ 
ther like embarrassing situations. 

From the cavernous fireplace In the 
banquet chamber starts a secret pas¬ 
sage large enough to hide a grown per¬ 
son. It lends up over a china cup¬ 
board and penetrates the ghost cham¬ 
ber overhead, the room In which mad¬ 
am died and In which now on certain 
nights, It Is said, her ghost walks. 

In this wonderful old house may be 
seen the secret passage running par¬ 
allel to the upper hall, through which 
when the American forces retreated 
to Klngsbrldge the last man rushed 
within arm’s reach of the British sol¬ 
diers In the hall, and, climbing out 
upon the balcony, dropped over the 
railing and made good his escape. 

During the lifetime of Mme. .Tumel 
Prince de Jolnville slept In this house, 
his hostess not knowing him until the 
next morning as other than a night- 
overtaken hunter. Then the maid, who 
had served the prince with as much 
courtesy as she could have shown had 
she known his rank, gave the prince’s 
card to her mistress. 

At the age of 00, widowed, but still 
remarkably lovely, Mme. Jumel mar¬ 
ried Aaron Burr, then a ruined old 
man of 78. In the great hall In the 
mansion Is pointed out the exact spot 
where the fiery Betty caught her aged 
spouse kissing a pretty maid nnd, box¬ 
ing his ears soundly, turned him out 
of doors. 

The Jumel house is now the proper¬ 
ty of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. It Is conducted as a free 
historical museum. 

Wandering through the old rooms 
the visitor sees In Imagination the 
forms of departed heroes and benutlful 
women, smells the faint odor of June 
roses and, listening, hears sweet, low 
laughter, the clank of sword and the 
whisper of silk.
